Liabilities of $400,000 and assets of

Four petitions were filed, one by 
the corporation and one by each of 
the brothers, Chester J..

A fter the petition had been filed

county, halting the nroposed sale to­ 
morrow of assets of the company for 
the settlement of a SI .CKK) claim of 
the Bendersville national bank. 
The three brothers inherited their 
farm* from their father

ness which bec ame known throughout 
the state and nation. 
A dozen farms 
totaling 3.000 acres are owned by the 
firm in Adams and Cumberland coun­ 
ties. 
An exnansion of activities into the 
sale of farm implements is said to 
have led to the collapse of the con­ 
cern.

Gettysburg Academy Honored 
At the recent annual meeting 
of the colleges and preparatory 
schools of the Middle States and 
Maryland, held at the Ambas­ 
sador botel, Atlantic city. G ettys­ 
burg college was represented by 
Dr. IL M. Valentine, while Dr. 
Charles H. Huber, 
headmaster, 
represented Gettysburg academy. 
The first report by Professor 
E. I). Grizzell, 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the 
commission on accredited schools, 
was submitted to the association. 
The duty of this commission is 
to make a careful study of the 
private ami public high schools, 
with a view of accrediting such 
as meet the standards. 
Up to the date of the conven­ 
tion, 
26 
private 
schools 
and 
academies and 31 public 
high 
schools has been accepted, and 
Gettysburg academy is among the 
number. 
In the state of Pennsylvania 
there 
are 
1150 
such 
.schools 
which are being examined by this 
commission. 
To be placed upon 
this 
ac­ 
credited list means that the cur­ 
riculum, the physical plant and 
equipment, the faculty 'as to its 
ability and experience, the teach­ 
ing load, the history of the school 
and the record of its students 
have come up to their standards. 
This information will be widely 
used by the colleges and univer­ 
sities in accepting students on 
certificate. 
It is most gratifying to the 
friends of Gettysburg 
academy 
and to the community as a whole 
to note that the institution here 
has been thus signally honored 
among the first in the state to 
receive acknowledgment for the 
high standards maintained, and 
the RA. Dr. Charles H. Huber, 
headmaster, and his able staff are 
to be heartily congratulated upon 
the distinction that has come to 
the academy.

SCHOOL STUDENTS 


Lunches Will Be Served 
At High School At 
Small Cost; Will 
j. 
Be 
Opened 
Monday. 


A cafeteria for pupils at the Get­ 
tysburg high school who carry their 
lunches will be opened next Monday, 
according to announcement today by 
Lloyd 
W. 
Keefauver, 
supervising 
principal of the local schools. 
Mrs. Minnie Graby, for a number 
of years an assistant at the cafe­ 
teria at the York Y. W. C. A., came 
to Gettysburg, Monday, to begin her 
duties as director of the local high j 
school cafeteria. 
According to Mr. Keefauver, ap- ■ 
proximately 
200 
pupils, 
including 
those from out-of-town and those re- I 
siding in Gettysburg, but too 
far J 
sway from the school to go home for ; 
their noon-dav 
meal, 
carry 
their 
lunches. 
. 
Prepare For 175 Pupils 
How- many of these will eat their 
meals at the school’s cafeteria is not 
know-n. but preparations are being 
made to feed between IOO and 175 
boys and girls daily. 
Three large rooms in the basement 
of the high school have been equipped 
and outfitted for the cafeteria. 
The 
kitchen is modern in every respect, 
well-lighted and arranged for the con­ 
venience of the persons responsible 
for the preparation of the food. 
In an adjoining room is a modern 
steam table, equipped with the cus­ 
tomary cafeteria rails on w-hich the 
pupils slide their trays as they pass! 
along the foods displayed on 
the j 
steam table. 
At one end of the 
steam table are two large coffee per­ 
colators. 
Between the kitchen proper and the 
room in which the steam table is lo­ 
cated is a connecting hallway in which 
Is located an iceless refrigerator. 
On Coat-Plus Basis 
Stools and t aides have been pro­ 
vided for the pupils in a room large 
enough to accommodate several hun­ 
dred diners. 
The cafeteria will Lh* operated on 
a cost-plus basis. 
All food will lie 
served the pupils at cost, plus a small 
additional charge to cover necessary 
expenses of operation, Mr. Keefauver 
said. 
“ lf a t the end of u month, we 
find that the cafeteria is being run 
at too large a margin of profit, we 
will shade the prices of the food,” the 
supervising principal said. 
“ It is 
not our intention to conduct the place 
at a profit for the school.” 
Only the noon-day meal will lie 
served the pupils. 
It is planned to 
serve balanced rations of wholesome, 
well-oooked foods, keeping meats and 
heavy foods down to a minimum. Pu­ 
pils w-ill pay only for what they eat, 
and no regular course dinners will be 
served.
